AS THE United States spokesmen come home 
from Paris this time, even sadder and wiser 
than they were on previous homecomings, there 
is a new public opinion about the difficulties 
peacemaking baa encountered. 
It is an opinion that the function of our states­ 
manship in the future must be to make the best 
of a b4id situation. Previously, public opinion held 
that the altuatlon itaelf could be altered— 
changed lomehow for the better. 
To that end, the United States had carried 
over into the peacemaking a policy of compliance 
and appeaaement practiced for Russia’s benefit 
during the war. Iti aim, as developed under 
Preaident Roosevelt, was to break down Ruaalan 
suspicion of American motives and objectlvea. 
Postwar experience baa revealed the policy 
never succeeded. The Russian government has 
continued to challenge virtually everything the 
United States suggests or practices. 
It has 
accused this government of combining with 
Britain to show hostility toward Russia. 
The Russian government does not like the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. It does not llko 
the government of Great Britain. The govern 
menta of the United States and Great Britain 
are under no further obligation to pretend they 
like the government of Russia. As Americana, we 
continue to feel kindly toward Russians, however, 
and we have reason to believe most Russians 
are being grossly misrepresented by the hostility 
of their government.

A S THE Pearl Harbor InvestlgaUng committee 
* * closes Its records. It is evident that Its long 
and detailed report will be the historians’ only 
official source of information. Had thej^e been 
no 
investigation, 
remembering 
Pearl 
Harbor 
would have been a sketchy procedure. 
Two things which are especially memorable 
were brought into clear focus by the questions 
asked, many of them bitterly resented by politi­ 
cians who were more Interested in defending 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's personal record than lu 
establishing an official public record of the 
incident 
One was the intricate plotting of Japan against 
the United States during a time when relations 
between the two governments were nominally 
friendly—a reminder that friendly relations may 
be used to throw a nation off guard. The other 
was this government’s knowledge of Japan’s 
activities and Washington's correct appraisal of 
Japan’s ultimate intentions, which were to go to 
war suddenly with this country. 
This appraisal was not shared with the people. 
Pearl Harbor caught nearly all Americans by 
aurprlsa. Just aa it caught our military forces 
at Pear! Harbor and our other Pacific bases 
and outposU by surprise. There is no satisfac­ 
tory explanation in the Peerl Harbor record for 
this condition. It seems to have been the result 
of uncertainty in high places about public re­ 
action to the imminence of war with Japan and 
of official intention to let, or perhaps to force. 
Japan to strike the first blow. The United States 
pa id a fearful price for that decision. It w'as a 
mistake that no administration knowingly will 
commit again. That has become perhaps the best 
rea so n for remembering Peart Harbor.

While pointing out that about 
52,500 such marriages occurred dur­

They have worn themselves out 
wrangling about secondary issues 
and have become so preoccupied 
with the Immediate and temporary 
difficulties of the occupation In 
their own zones, they have been 


8 0 unwilling to listen to Europeans 
who know Europe, that now—when 
the Russians have moved boldly 
and brazenly to unite the Germans 
behind them—they are unprepared 
to talk back, much less to act. 
Let us hope that Mr. Bevin and 
Mr. Byrnes will be alerted before 
it is altogether too late and that 
they will remember what happened 
in 1939 to Mr. Chamberlain and 
Daladier behind their backs when 
they were negotiating with Mr. 
Molotov on the same fundamental 
problem — the relations between 
Germany and Russia. 
For though the outward circum­ 
stances are different today, the 
essentials and ultimate* of the 
question are the same. The Rus­ 
sians know i t The Germans know 
it. There is no doubt that the 
French know i t But it is an open

\ S TH E Pearl H arbor Investigating committee 
closes Its records, It is evident th at Its long 
and detailed report will be the historians* only 
official source of Information. Had th eje been 
no

would have been a sketchy procedure. 
Two things which are especially m em orable 
w ere brought into clear focus by the questions 
asked, m any of them bitterly resented by politi­ 
cians who were more Interested In defending 
F ranklin D. Roosevelt's personal record than iu 
establishing an 
official 
public 
record 
of 
the 
Incident. 
One was the intricate plotting of Jap an against 
the United States during a time when relations 
between the two governm ents were nominally 
friendly—a rem inder th at friendly relations may 
be used to throw a nation off guard. The other 
w as this 
governm ent's 
knowledge 
of 
Japan's 
activities and W ashington's correct appraisal of 
J a p a n ’s ultim ate intentions, which w ere to go to 
w ar suddenly with tots country. 
T his appraisal was not shared with the people. 
P earl H arb o r caught nearly all A m ericans by 
surprise, ju st as it caught our military forces 
a t P earl H arbor and our o th er P acific bases 
and outposts by surprise. T here is no satisfac­ 
tory explanation lo the P earl H arbor record for 
th is condition. It seem s to have been the jesuit 
of u n certain ty in high places about public re­ 
action to the im m inence of war with Japan and 
of official intention to let, or perhaps to to n e , 
Jap an to strik e th e first blow. The United States 
paid a fearful price for th at decision. It was a 
m istak e th a t no adm inistration knowingly will 
com m it again. T h at has becom e perhaps the best 
reason for rem em bering P earl H arbor.

Sixteen machines were found in 
seven Niles bars, three in a W ar­ 
ren bar, five in a Girard bar, and 
19 in seven other bars. 
“This raid should be a warning 
to perniit-holders to get clean anil 
stay that way.”

gambling devices".

Revenue from the state’s tax of 
$1 a gallon on liquor also yielded 
additional return, reaching $5,447,* 
501 for the period, against $4,429,* 
247 in 1945. 
Of the $148.714.905 balance, $80,* 
000.000 was earmarked by the last 
regular session of the state legis­ 
lature for additions and improve­ 
ment in various state institutions.
